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Applicant's independent claim 6 stands novel over the related prior art. For instance, 
while the related art of Nguyen (US 6,564,250 Bl), does correspond to the elements of cancelled 
claim 1, yet lacks the sequence of elements in combination with enqueuing image data of 
independent claim 6. 

Therefore as claimed by the combined elements of independent claim 6, the cited 
reference and prior art of record lack the elements of independent claim 6. 

Claims 7-14 depend from allowable independent claim 6 and therefore are also allowed.
